His Excellency, A. I. BOREMAN, 
Governor, Êe. : 

SIR: The Commissioners composing the Board of Managers of the 
Soldiers’ National Cemetery, at Gettysburg, Pa., held their fourth an- 
nual meeting in the city of Washington, on Wednesday, December 4th, 
1867. I enclose a copy of the minutes of their proceedings. 

All the States having soldiers buried in the Cemetery have paid 
their apportionments, except the State of Wisconsin. The legislature 
of that State has made the’ requisite appropriation and the money will 
will be paid the early part of this year. 

The amount of money received into the treasury from various sources 
during the current year was $22,261 92, and the amount paid out on 
the contract for the monument, and other purposes, during the same 
time, was $21,876 72, leaving in the treasury at the date of the report 
l $385 20. 

The whole amount paid on the contract for -the monument to date 
was $30,000, leaving a balance of $17,500 yet to pay. 

In addition to this balance of $17,500, other expenses will have to be 
incurred in connection with the grounds, and completion of the work 
around the monument, the items of which are given in the report, esti- 
mated to cost $8,700; making a sum total of $26,200, to meet which the 
Board is in possession of funds in five-twenty U. S. bonds and other as- 
sets, including the appropriation by Wisconsin, amounting to $36,666 70, 
leaving a probable balance under the control of the commissioners, after 
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the work on the monument and the Aia of the grounds shall 
have been completed-of $10,466 70. This, however, i is only an estima- 
ted balance, and may be- -changed by the expenditures, yet to be made, 

Some difficulty has been experienced i in securing a suitable quality of 
marble for the statues on the monument, and some delay occasioned 
thereby; but the work on the statues'is now so far advanced as to 
warrant the expectation that the whole work may be completed during 
the current year. 

A committee appointed at a meeting of the Board held at Gettysburg, 
Pa., on the 20th‘ day of June, 1867, ‘‘ to inquire into the practicability 
and expediency of transferring the care and supervision of the Soldiers’ 
National Cemetery, after its completion, to the United States Govern- 
ment ” reported in favor of such transfer, and a committee was appointed 
to take such steps or proceedings as may be deemed necessary to secure 
the transfer at the proper time. 

I do not know whether the committee will communicate through me 
or directly to yourself. If through me, I will transmit the communica- 
tion without delay.
